tries bacome used to tho strict customs and 
requiromtmts of society, so tuoso whoso lot 
is cast in a colony accustom themselTos to 
dispenso with luxuries and modern appliances 
for ooinfort. Everyone who leaves tho old 
country if his station be above that of the 
meobanio, makes up his mind before he starts 
for a colony tha» ha will Uave behind him 
many ol his aristocratic ideaa as wall as the 
oxpootations and aspirations of his youth. 
So fur as tho. comforts and luxuries of horns 
life aro concerned, the sportsman does not 
expoct the samo luxurious and rofinod 
method of pursuing Lis game hero. as in the 
turnip fields of Norfolk or the woods of War- 
wickshire ; nor do.s the raoing man look for 
hil Epsom and Newmarket meetiugt. In a 
colony every ono looks moro to the realities 
nnd aaturol anxieties of life; the man who 
in the old country knows no more how to 
uao an axe than he would be familiar with 
the uso of a scoptre, in a colony finds hiinislf 
cutting dowa trees to build his house with, 
as if be was born to manual labor. But it 
is not one in a hundred who has the slightest 
idea of what colonial lifo is. When he first 
leaves England a vague idea ron* through 
his mind of lifo in tho woods, or the bush, as 
ho begins to call it after reading a few sketch- 
es of Australian life, but his definite ideas ol 
the country are most pcant. And it is not 
until he finds himself located in an embryo 
city, with many of tho conventionalities, al- 
though fow of the conveniences of the old 
world, that he.realises any substantial idea of 
what colonial life is to bo. It is with a view 
to remedy tbia slato of things, and to diffuse 
some information as to what we are, what our 
country is like, what are our requiremeata, 
and whnt our advantages, that it ia propossd 
to send an immigration agent to England.— 
It does not nocessarily fellow that because a 
leoturor is sent home to explain to intending 
emigrants tho nature of this colony, and the 
prospect of est tiers in it, he nast. of necessity 
either draw largely upon his imagination 
when ha is describing the advantages of this 
country, or fail in his mission entirely. It will 
not bo the object of any snou who undertakes 
tho preposed offioc, to induce a large number 
o flock io our sbr>7cs; there are many amongit 
us who could, if so disposed, afford informa- 
tion which would induco many who would bo 
likely to become good settlers to come out to 
this colony, and it ia infinitely more dosirablo 
that we should bava a few good lettlors^hao 
a, rush lursd hero by vague reports ol 
the riches of the mines. One thing, however, 
seems to be Tory essential to tho proper 
■working ef this immigration agency, and that 
is the thorough exploration of the colony 
with a view of practically testing its capabiN 
ities and resourcei. Minerals wo know that 
it possesses, timber available for trading pur 
poses, and excellent (liberies, but we most 
certainly requiro a deeper insight inte the 
stability of tho resources which are ultimately 
to bring us wealth and prosperity. A lec- 
turer visiting England at the present time 
can give but tho most meagre descriptions of 
the interior ol the Island, nor with a few ex- 
ceptions could be say much about tho locali- 
ties abutting on tho tea coast. It would 
however be very caBy to gain information of 
a useful nature. A sum baa been voted by 
tho House of Assembly for exploration, and, 
judiciously laid out, that sum may be of prac- 
tical and pertnauont benefit to the oolony. If 
patties are sent out to prosp«et for minerals 
and caal they may also repori Mpon available 
agricultural lands not at present known or set- 
tled, good fishing grounds und f&v.orabla sites 
for saw-mills and logging camps may bs re- 
ported. Information on these heads would 
materially assist the leottirar in giviug iu.'.r- 
maiion Buieh will dpnbtlesa bo eagerly 
sought of bim on hia atrial in England, a^J 
in addition to that might be most valuable 
in assisting to settle up those parts of our 
Islaud which are at present unoccupied, and 
in developing resources hitherto untried.

INQUEST. 

BuiTiSK Columbia,

At an enquiry holdcn this 2-3th day of February, 
1861, at Douglas, m the district of Douglas, to ou- 
quirc into tho causo of death of John G, Watson, 
deceased, before the following Jury : 

Foreman — K. Josse; C. Moorhouse, It. Lipsett, 
W. Branigan, D. Ilobertson, P. Smith, T.Hum- 
freys, J. G. Daly, T. Pools, A. Smith, J. G. 
Hughes. 

The Jury having viewed tho body, proceeded to 
take ovidenco on the case. 

Frederick T. Sylvester, Esq., M. D., being 
examined, stated — I examined the body of thn 
deceased. I discovered no injury, or bruisos, 
nor fractures, which would lead ono to imagine ho 
had met with violence ; and from his oeing found 
in the water, anil the appearance of tho body gene- 
rally, I consider that his death must, in my opin- 
ion, be attributable to drowning. 

llobert Lipsott being examined, stated — Last 
night the deceased was in my house between the 
hours of 10 and 11 o'clock. Ho was under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time he loft tho house, and 
as 1 supposed went homo. I saw him no more 
alivo. I have secu decoased moro intoxicated than 
ho was last night. Whon ho left my houso ho 
was able to walk. 

G. S. Nunn, Chief Constable, Port Doughs, be- 
ing oxamined, stated — Last night, about 10:.'10, 
1 was lying on my couch in my sitting room when 
1 heard a splash in tho water, and then a call, as 
of some one singing out, I took no notice of it 
at the time, imagining that it was only Indians 
paddling their canoes. My dog was barking furi- 
ously at the time. Hearing another call, I got up, 
and went out to hoc it I could discover anything. 
On my arrival I heard no noise, and returned to 
the house, taking my dog with mo. I had no 
sooner got within doors, when 1 heard another 
noise, as oi splashing in tho water, anil I at once 
said "thero must bo somo ono in the water," but 
as thero was a tbirk fog at tho time, I could per- 
ceive nothing. Just then I heard n'lother noise 
as of a man calling out, and a gurgling sound, 
such as would be uttered by a drowning man, and 
I immediately put ou my boots and went into town 
to givo tho alarm. My dwelling house being at 
one end of tho wharf enabled mo to hoar this 
plainly. Ou my going upon the wharf I per- 
ceived no person near. 

By a Juror — Do you suppose if when you first 
heard the noiiio you could have saved the deceased, 
had you been aware that a man was in tho water ? 
Ans.— I think so. 

Thomas II. Humphrey oeing examined, stated — 
I went down to tho wharf this morning, and 
together with Mr. Duncan Ilobertson aud others, 
commenced dragging for the body, but without 
olfect. We then offered a reward of fire dollar.! to 
Indians to search for the hodv, which they ut onco 
did, and found it very quickly. Tho spot whoro 
tho body was found wi", about twenty feot from tho' 
wharf. 

The above being all the ovidenco that could bo 
produced, the Jury retired to consider tho verdict. 

VBUDIOT. 

Tin Jurors cmpanhelled to onquirc into tho 
ca^e to nscertain how John G. Watson met his

"Dr. Chipp, M. O. R. S., BWorn — Testified 
to having u);uin.a post murleiu examination of 
deceased; extracted the pistol bell (produced) 
from his right breast. It had ponetraloil the 
auricle of tho heart and produced deajh. 

Btiquo Sauvno — (interpreted jy 'Mr. O. 
Guntile) — sworn — 1 was working iu a 
bakery on, Store street close to a small alloy 
on tilt) 2'Jlh ul.t,, .and heard some J_ody utter a 
stifled cry resembling a person being clinked. 
Kanto tho door nnd henid somebody whistle 
three times in the sumo direction and call 
out "Frank." Haw a man approaching who 
appeared to bu a constable. The verandah 
in front prevented my recognizing who it was. 
Soon afior thiB man passed I hoard a re- 
porCtmd saw tho' flash of a pistol shot. I 
forgot to aay that before the shot was fired I 
.hcaiil somo mon running nway from the direc- 
tion of the cry. ' I heard no words used be- 
foro tho shot was Jired. This was about a 
qimrler'to. twelve. I was about nlno or ten 
yards from wlicro the shot was fitcd could 
not say who firod it. 

By Mr. 'MoCroight— About two minutes 
elapsed between tho ory and the ehot, both 
proceeded from tho sumo placo. ■ 

To Jurors— 1'eople are not in tho habit of 
leaving Mrs.' Copporman s houao at that 
hour. ' There is an Indian on the premises. 
- I have not heard people knock nt Mrs. Cop- 
peruiiin's door since, her husbanrl lolt. ; J 
Locko Barrett iwom — I am a carpenter, 
residing iu Sloru street. I wn3 going homo, 
and at thacornor o: Johnson £ Store streets 
■Heard the 'discharge ol a pistol, nnd immo 
diatuly heard some oho cry out in tho same 
direction. If was towards Mrs. Coppermnn'i 
house ; I ran up, when somebody brought a 
light. 1 than saw tho policeman who was 
khpt sitting tin thn side walk at the entrance 
of tho alley way, with' his back against the 
houso. I was much excited, nod enquired 
what was the matter ! il.tri'Htt, the nif:ht- 
wjttohman, replied it was an acoldent.aud he 
did not want to make any statement. Ho 
kept blowing hij whistle. I said, this is nu 
plltee for him; an I Barrett said some help 
would ennw directly. Barrett naked deceased 
if ;hc hud not struck him by the door. De- 
eeusod said " Xo, he hnd hit no oue." Somo 
of the police came, and there was soon n 
cibwd. 

'By Mr. McOroight— Where docoasod was 
sitting was about six fect .fryin the entrance 
of the alley, on Cppperman's_ side; Barrott's 
face was all covered with blood; ho seemed to 
Do cool.not excited. It was a very dark night, 
i could not havo distinguished any one at a 
distance of ton feel; I hoard nothing beforo 
the report of the-pistol. I was ut the corner 

To tho Coroner— I heard Barrett any ha 
had shot a brother pfflcsr by mistake, 

To Jurors— Barrett appeared to bo sorry 
for what ho had dona, though he was cool. 
Ho took hold of Cuney's hand and said ' poor 
Curroy, do you know that yon hit me ?" 
Deceased replied, '' I'hit no man.'? 

(leorj;e Beokingham— I um olork to Mr. 
rJ'tlotolier, on Wliut-f street ; 1 live oyposite 
Mrs. .Coppernian's store. About a quarter to 
12 on Monday night I was in bed and hoard 
a noise iu the street as if mon were strug- 
gling together. Heard a policeman's whis- 
tle about threo times, and then the report of 
u pistol. 1 got iHp; when I heard the pistol- 
shot, aud while dressing heard continual 
whistling. I wont to tho spot and saw the 
prisoner Barrott, covered with blond, nnd a 
deep hole in his forehead ; deceased was ly- 
ing on the ground, his back against the wall 
of Mrs. Coppormau's hotisj. Thoro was a 
light there then ; I recognised the deceased; 
I, rcco'lect Bair.itl faying to Curry, "innko u 
statement for God's sultr 1" He hud previ- 
ously said " go and fetch a doctor boy's, what 
are you looking at ? for Christ'.s sake fetch a 
doctor." . Ho took hold of tho deceased's 
hand when ho asked him to make a state- 
ment, and tho deceased made a reply, but I 
do not recollect what it was. Oa his ex- 
claiming throe times " go and fetch a doc- 
tor." I nout and got one. It was a very dark 
niglif, so dark that I could not distinguish 
the doctor as wo walked down. 

By Mr. MoCreight — There was so much 
blood on Barrctts's hoad that i first took him 
for the man. who vva3 shot. When I said I 
would fetch a doctor either he or some one 
olso Fiiid " thank God for that." 

To Jurors — Immediately nftor the first 
whistle the shot was firod : about two min- 
utes elapsed between tho first and second. 

John Buckley, sworn — I am a clerk in the 
sloro of Mr. Boscowitz. About a quarter to 
twolve I was Htamiine in Qreoubaurn'a storo, 
I heard a pistol shot; immediately afterwards 
[ heard a whistle. The sound seoniod to coino 
from Jphrjcori street, but when I t;ot outside 
tho whistle seemed to corns from Store street. 
While I was going in that direct! ib,I saw two 
or throe men running quickly from Storo 
street towards Johnson. It was a very dark 
night, 1 could not recognise them; ii wns so 
dark that I stopped intotwo gutters. When 1 
got to tho spot 1 saw deceased lying against 
Ooppcrmau'fl house; Barrett was there too, he 
appeared excited and walked backwards and 
forwards^ Be begged tho deceased lo mike 
a statement; he said, " Currey make a state- 
ment," or words lo that efipct; I think he 
asked him twice. I am not sure, but 1 think 
ho said " I won't make n Blutoraenlj" I am 
not positive ol the words he used. Deceased 
then foil over on his side, and prisoner 
asked In rn if ho struck hi in; deceased said 
" no!-I struck no one." Prisonor kneoled 
down and held the deceased's head in his 
hip, until the doctor camo. He ouco or twice 
git up and walked about from excitement, and 
then resumed his position nga'ti. 

To the Coroner— Some one asked Barrett 
how it had occurred, and lid declined to piako 
any statement then. Prisoner blow his 
whistle for assistance ; he surrendered him- 
self to Sergeant Hill. 

Michael McGoo sworn— I nm a night 
watchman; about 12 o'clock on Monday night 
some ono nn Yates street told ine an oliioer 
hnd been shot. I ran down to Store street 
and found deceased lying on tho ground, 
nearly dead. I tried lo get him to speak to 
mo, but his eyes only rolled. The doctor 
camo up a few mlniilei nller and pronounced 
him (load, and I got a cot and had him ro- 
inovcd to tho barracks. Tito piijonor ond 
Hergt. Hill had left. I made a search round 
and found, tho pistol ( produced )^ thore was 
red hair and blood on it, nnd thore was a 
whito mailt ou one side of the barrel as if it 
had been scraped against n white wall in n 
BOiilih) ; at the back of tho housn found tho 
cap [prodpead] helppgjng lo Barrett. 

By Mr. McCrcight — The peak of tho cap 
has a dout upon it, which could have been 
indicted with tho conk, of tho pistol. Wo 
were about '10 minutes trying to rouso Mrs. 
Copperman ; when she answered us she said 
shoknew nothing whatever nbout it and had 
hoard nothing ; we searched the promises but 
found no one. 

To Jurors— It has al\vay3 been tho custom 
for night watchmen to carry a pistol ; thero 
was some light-colored h.iir aud blood on tho 
pistol whon 1 found it, 

Frank Hill sworn— I am a aorgonnt m tho 
police force. About ton tniiiU'ei after twolvo 
[ reached the spot on Store stroot, whoro I 
found odicor Curry lying on the sidewalk j'bs, 
was still ulivo ; Tom Barrett was standing 
ovor him. 1 took deceased by Iho hand ; he 
could just recognizer mo, but was unable to 
apoak. Barrett stood by without his hat and 
his face covered with blood. He told mo ho 
wished *o speak to mo, and said, " I shot that 
man." I MVe hitn the usual caution nnd ho 
repeated [hat ho shot him, but did it in de- 
fence of his life. I told him I should be ob- 
liged to arrest him, nnd did ho. 1. searched 
Dim and look the smaller pistol (produced) 
Irom his belt. It was nil covered with blood. 
Ono barrel was iliselmrgod, I blew a 
whistle ' end' meeting MeGeo left h|m in 
charge of Currey. When I returned from 
the' gnul Currey was dead. 1 wns present 
when tho Inrge pistol was found. ' Thero was 
red hair'nppui'oritly from a man's beard on it. 
All M r »-J Copperuiaii'ti doors and windows 
woro closed.

Thomas Edmund Barrett, sworn, statod—1 
am n sworn special officer. .Op, Monday night, 
nbout 13 o'clock, 1- was oh duly on Store 
street, and wont down the alloy way baok of 
Mrs. Copperman's house, and put my hand to 
tho side door, as I usually do when on my 
beat. . J. fpund niy fiogern went .-In , -between 
tha door and the frame, and eomo-ono was in- 
side pushing against mo. I exerted all my 
strength, and noshed tho door in.nt sanio time 
calling out " who's thore V— The moment 1 
spoke, I was struck with some weapon which 
struck me in tho centre of my forehead. The 
blow did notatun me sufficiently tp,krtop(s me 
down. I stepped baok, and a man cumc out 
and struck mo twice. The dent ou the peak 
of the cap.producod was not thoro-before. 1 1 
think tha first blow knocked oil my cap. As 1 
received the second blow I grappled with the 
man and got him down; ho was.on his back, 
and I was on top atid held him by the throat, 
having complete control over him. The man 
called out ." help u)o Frank;" as ho. said that, 
u man cfttno "out of tho samo hall and 'struck 
mo, knocking mo old nearly sonseless. 1 still 
held hmi by tlio throat' whiloT got bp;'-' At 
• his timo tho bloed wag (lowing freely from tho 
first wound. I taid to tho; men " what'doyotr 
mean; do you menii to" murder mo I 1 ' vThey 
said " no, wo won't nmrdor you if you lot go 
your hold." They had no soener said that, 
than I was struck again and fell against the 
fence, the man jerking' away from ma. ITIte 
man ran round the hack and escaped ovor the 
fence. I then had time lo blow a call of threo 
whistles; immediately as I blew the call, a 
man camo runniug to the guto amj said— 
" (herd's tho fellow." ,1 thought of cou'rso it 
was one of tho mon, as tin man appeared di- 
rectly, and I had aeon uo policeman in the 
street. I. draw, my revolver, and iu a clear 
voice said, " stop I advanoe, aud I'll shoot 
you." At this time my wholo faco was cov- 
ered with blood, a.qd I was partially blinded 
and confused. Tho man came on, aud I held 
ir.y revolver out and oxolairaed " if you ad- 
vance another step I'll kill you." lie ar> 
vnucod rapidly without spooking nnd I. fired. 
When 1 first challenged him, 1 stopped hack 
four or five slep9; whon I Died ho pxolaitnod 
in a subdued voice " I'm shot," and backed 
to tho gate which ho opened, nnd went round 
tlio corner; when I opened Iho gate ho was, 
standing closo to it.

Supt. Smith, called— Whon Barrett entered 
tho prison he was covered with blood, and ex- 
cited almost to insensibility ; so much bo 
that ho offered lo make n statement to me, 
tddltoldbim lo hold -his tongue. Ho and 
t.'urroy wero very great friends. lis bears a 
very good character. Tho constables dnring 
pa'.roi duty in towu do not carry fire arms, 
but specials and officers patrolling the out- 
skirts, where thero ars burglars and danger- 
ous characters, are provided with them,- I 
received iuformation that thero. was to ba a 
rob: ory at that house, and had told Ourroy, 
who. was told off specially . to watch these 
parties. I did not expect the robbery lo tako 
place that night. Curroy was on duty on 
Storo straet. I believe tho largo pistol pro- 
duced was stolen from H.M.S. Topaze, ' 
This concluded tho enquiry. 

did not think thero could be a doubt loft on 
tho minds of the jurors. The law justified a 
man in shooting another in defence of his 
own life. It wns Bhown that Barrett iiad 
been attaoked by two burglars, aud bo put 
tho question to them "do you intond to mur- 
der mc ?" and tho reply was, " wo will not 
murder you if you let go yoar hold." Directly 
Barrelt had blown his whistle a man ap- 
peared and said, '' thcro's the follow,'-' Bar- 
rett, believing that ho was again in danger, 
drew his revolver and challenged tho man 
who pressed upon him and ha fired. That 
man proved unfortunately to be Currey, but 
he was to be looked upon in the same light 
aa if ho had been a burglar, and if he had 
been no ono would have deplored it, nnd the 
nduct of Barrett would havo beim consid- 
ered highly meritorious. The result was Bar- 
rett's tnisfortuue and not his fault. 

I'ho Coroner then addressed (he jury and 
culled attention to the circumstunco of Bar- 
rott having boon nn officer in tho discharge 
of his duty who was required to prouct prop- 
erly aud not to run, explaining to the jury 
wherein the position of a policeman differed 
from that of a civilian. He further explained 
the law beaiing on cases of this description 
nnd showed that this was what might be des- 
ignated a case of justifiable homicide. 

Tho jury uftor consulting lor a few minutes 
returned a verdict of "Justifiablo homicido," 
coupled with a recommendation thut the 
polico ba rocoinmonded in lutB.ro to have a 
private pass-word.

Col. Foster said ho waa fur from throwing 
any doubt on the good faith of tho Homo go 
vernmofit, but he simply wished to put the 
matter before tha iHome government in a 
clear, straightforward ninniio'r. If thoy had 
tho'bill as amended by the resolutions, before 
thorn, thoy would havo the whole matter con- 
oiaolyj^uforo thorn, and .would not requiro to 
tiinku Biiyjartlier enqrtiry. Ho would move 
that tho resolutions be added to the bill now 
boforo tho House. 

Mr. DoCosmoB asked tho hon. mcmbor if 
hoi would acoopt an amendment whioh bd had 
drawn up, to the oflect that no appointment 
as Chief J ustico ahould bo made of a barris- 
ter wUo' lihd practised in this, or tho neigh- 
boring colony. 

Dr. -Hehnckan aoid the amendment was 
'certainly plain enough (laughter) in faot fur 
too plain, lib did not wish to oiler a gratui- 
tous insult to tho bar of this colony, (hear, 
hear). Uc thought that a resolution to tho 
effect. that the present Chief Justice ohould 
not resign till liia suoccssor arrived from 
England, would fully moat the case. 

Mr., Bay.ley said without any intention to 
cast a slur on tho nietnbors of tho bar of this 
colony,' ho totally objected lo the remark of 
tho lion, Spoakor,whieh would not prevent our 
barristers hore from going homo and getting 
thai appointment., . 

Mr. DoCosur.B said ho regarded tho reso- 
lutions adopted by the House us bindiug as 
if thoy wore oinbodied jn an act of parlia- 
ment. (Hear, hear.) Ho was surprised to 
Bob, this House oallod on to pass this bill; 
the views' 'of this House in passing these 
resolutions, wore that thoy should bo at once 
sent to England, . but instead of that they 
had beon making a circuit between the 
Chief Justice, tho Governor, and this Houso. 
Ho would cnll on' tho introducer of this bill 
to cxpluin why these resolutions had not 
boon Bent at once to the Homo Government. 
The views of this IIoti30 wero that thoso 
resolutions should >gn forthwith to England 
without deluy. Why should individual in- 
terest be held up as superior to the interests 
of the . wholo. countiy, us proposed by this 
bill ! When thu promoters of this bill 
would explain why the resolutions had not 
bean sent homo, and why they refused to in- 
sert the resolutions iu this bill he would be 
prepared to view ' the' mattor in n different 
light. As to an insult to tho bar of this col- 
ouy, ho ojuid not look at it in that light ; he 
believed that the members of tlio bar wero 
anxioua for'thu 'appointment of an English 
barrister. 1 

Dr. Helmckcn said the resolutions had only 
becu passed on the l. r >th of February, which 
was a delay of In days, and llis Excellency 
having been in British Colum|im at tho time, 
and as the resolutions had to bo accompanied 
by a despatch; that could not be done till His 
Exoollency oame down, As to tho resolu- 
tions going to the Chief Justice that was a 
matter ho Had nothing to do with as Spouker 
of the House. Doubtless the Executive con- 
sidered it their duty to make tho resolutions 
known to the Chief Justico. If this matter 
could bo arrunged so that the resolutions 
could accompany the bill a great deal ot do- 
lay would be savod'. 

Mr. Young. said ho thought tho Houso was 
Bomeiyhat ignorant, of tho nature of the rcso- 
lulion'it had passed. This caso was a boun- 
tiful inj(otico of cirouuilocution. This reso- 
lution . w'ent to Hi3 Excellency's hands ou 
last Monday week, and he would like to know 
if any mail had loft, since that time. How 
would honorable membors wish to send it 1 
They have no electric telegraph to send it by. 
Tho House had conjured up u frightful phan- 
tom. Certainly suspicions minds entertain 
suspicious idoan, but he (Mr. Y.) could seo 
nothing so (rightful in the proposition now 
beforo tho Ilonse. .The object of His E.\- 
oollency's communication was simply to 
avoid dolay. Ho might go into private unit/ 
tcrg and say that the Chief Justice was en- 
titled to leavo, having beon ten years in the 
civil service. This resolution of tho House 
stopped him. Ho said that this would pro- 
vsnt bis obtaining leavo, but if this matter is 
allowad-to be retarded over ono or two years, 
ho would adviso the Chief Juslicu to insist 
upon his leave. As to placing tho resolu- 
tions in thu bill, he would object lo plac- 
ing a Bovore consuro on the wholo bur and 
judicinry 01 this and the neighboring colony. 
It was simply Baying that no member of the 
bar was fit to be Ghllf Justice of this colony. 
He kuow that lion, membeis wero Buspioioua 
of aonio underhand intention in the bill. 
Ho would move that the following stipula- 
tion bo iutroduoed into this bill, viz : that 
this bill should not ba enfoiccd till it hm re- 
ceived Her Majesty's assent, aud that should 
the resolutions not be agreed to by the Home 
Government, the. bill should not bo aocopted. 

Mr. DoCosmos was rathor surprised at tho 
language of the honorable Colonial Secre- 
tary, lie hnd said that suspicious minds en- 
gendered suspicious thoughts (hoar, hear, 
from Mr. Young). It might bo possible that 
some hotiorublo members had good reason for 
suspicion. He knew of resolutions whicli 
had gono up from this Houso to the Eiecu- 
tivo and which had nevei been sent to the 
Homo Government. 

Mr. Young — Name one ! 
Mr. DoCosmos — I can tiaruo a resolu- 
tion which was drawn up by inysolf, and after 
being delayed for many months was again 
brought up lor discussion in tlio second par- 
liament of this colony. He did not wish to 
pass resolutions whicli would rlTTecl thu pro- 
fessional standing of gentlemen in tho colony, 
but these resolutions expressed tho general 
feeling of the colony. We had but one 
judge hero, and it was highly necessary that 
a man who had in his power lifo aud liberty 
and property in this colony, should bo the 
best man wo could possibly procure. 

Mr. Young said he would admit that this 
House hud pledged itsell to a certain course 
in this matter, but that did not pledge a (uturo 
House, nnd ho had heard opinions expressed 
in this House, that its notion was not binding 
on a future Parliament. The Chief Ju:'lieo 
hud a uoilninty in the uctiun of this House, 
but ho hnd none iu its futiiru action, and it 
was highly necessary that his position should 
bo made sine beforo he .resigned his office, 
He would move that the following words be 
added to tho 1st clause, "That the pousion be 
not paid 60 long as the said David Cameron 
hold or retain any oliica of profit or emolu- 
ment in this colony." 

Mr. DoCosmos said this should not bo made 
to prevent the hon.gantlemen from accepting 
uuy office of less Birtofhrooot in ths colony. 

.Mr. Young amended llis amendment by 
tho words "equal to or greater than tho 
amount of thu afoiesaid pousion," 

Amendment ngreud to, aud tho clause 
passed as read. 

Dr. Trimblo moved that tho pension oi 
.»50l) be not pnid till the miurnssor of the 
Chief Justico arrive from England! 

Tho amendment of Dr. Trimblo was put 
and carried .iMr. DoCosmos, Slreet.and l'owoll 
voting iu tho negative. 

Tha. bill wns thon put as amondod, and 
passed, Messrs. DoCosmos, Stieut and Dow- 
ell voting against it.

Tho Committee on Standing Girders reported 
that thuy would rocbnunorid tho Ruspension 
of tho rules of tho House. 

Frivato. Bills Committee reported their 
concurrence with said action. Tha bill will 
bo brought up to-day, 
House adjourned. 
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A very fair andionco came togother iast 
night to hoar frem Mr. Leonard McCluro a 
statement of tho particulars of his visit to 
England, and of his interview with tho Im- 
perial Secretary of Stato for tho oolonios. 
Mr. Hicks ocsupied the chair. Mr. MoOlure 
addressed tho audience ns follows : 

I havo to congratulate the people o* Van 
couver Island on the beneficial changed 
huvu, by a remarkable ccinoidonce, oocurrcd 
since my departure for England in Novumber, 
1862. At that timo every conceivable evil 
against which a community had to contend, 
wus crying aloud for redress. Public meet- 
ing after public meeting was hold to deuotinac 
somo fresh outrage of the executive on the 
people's rights. At one timo our water sup- 
ply waa thrqatoned — at another trial by jury. 
At every election tho officials were vieing 
with each other in exercising undtio infiuonco 
with tho voters, Mon whose position should, 
according' to woll-oatubliBhed principles uf 
English law, have kept ihcm passive specta- 
tors of thoso political contests, were to be 
seen hectoring around every polling p]aco,uud 
oxertiiig rtli innuner of illegal intorfaronco. 
Tha public press of both colonies had become 
tha daily record and indignant protester of 
these unconstitutional nets and infringomonls 
of public right. , ■ Now, howover, overythiug 
has changed. Men have beon allowed toob^ 
tain seats in the legislature of the country 
without the opposition of governtnont. Acts 
subversive of tho principles of coantitutional 
liberty no longer bring tho blush to thecheek 
of every Englishman. Tho otfieinls havo be- 
come apparently good memboro ol the com- 
munity ; aud His Excellency, Governor 
Douglas, from beiug the target of public ani- 
mosity, has bonorne the mark of public ross 
pool, und tho reeipiont of grateful testimon- 
ies. As I said belore, I congratulate tho co- 
lony on this rapid and important reformation. 
Iu doing so, howover, I have by no means the 
presumption of claiming credit for these be- 
neficial results. Tho fact that from the uio- 
mont of my departure - for England these re- 
markablo changes occurred, might be deemed 
strong presumptive evidenco in my favor; but 
1 choosa to allribute the improvement rather 
to that inherent dasire in man's breast to 
deservo the npprobution of bis fellow-man, 
than to any despatches from ths Dska of 
Newoastlo, or tho knowledge that tho true 
condition of the colony was at length placed 
before Ilia Grace. Having said this mueh, 
and resting on the fprboarauce as woll as jus- 
tice of tho mooting, I will uow procoed to 
givo a brief resume of my interviews at the 
Colonial Office, with o£h«f matters which may 
probably be interesting to the Victorian pub- 
lic. About filteen mouths ago I left Victoria 
with thu determination to lay boforo tho llo, 
lomal Office in London a correot statement of 
tha grievances under whicli Vancouver Is- 
land had bees laboring for tho four previous 
years. The hon. Malcolm C:uu3ron accom- 
panied me in tl o capacity of delegate for 
British Columbia. As many things iu refer- 
enoo to this uintter havo boeu stated at difler- 
ent times in Viotoria which have never oc- 
curred, aud aa- many things have" Occurred 
which have never beon stated, I think it ad- ui 
visable to give you a correct version of my Him 
mission. 1 do so with the view as much to 
guido the puople of this colony in their future i-ycj 
relatione with tho imperial authorities, as to 
pluco before them tho various transactions 
which huve taken place between myself and j M 
tho Colonial Olfiea. Ou January of last year, ,'. 1T ,i 
I was invited, along with Mr. Cameron, by rhor« 
the British North American Association, to "' 
speak at a puhlio meeting got up under the 
auspices of that body. I may remark hero, by 
way of paronthosis, that besides a number of oiith 
colonial and other celebrities.this association \>fij' 
comprises about lorty mumbera of the Houso 
of Commons, and exerts a powerful and be- yg 
noficial influence on colonial matters in Don- r ' 
dsn. As tho iuvitation to speak before such 
an assemblage waB an opportunity which ^ 
would enable ua to got at tho official na well 
as the public oar, we necopted it with eager- 
ness, and had the satisfaction of seeing ono 
of tho largest as well as one of tho most in- 
fluential moetings that had.fora considerable 
period taken plaaa in tlio oity of London. A. 
largo number of Iho uobility and members of 
the House of Commons woro presont, and 
moat ol the principal commetcial firms of the 
oity wero represented. I aeiz ;d tho opportu- 
nity lo explain away tho rathor mystifying 
accounts from British Columbia which had 
been, and wero then Hooding tho columns of 
the London press. The Times wns still harp- 
ing on the " all prize and no blank" theory of 
Cariboo, and the disappointed gold aeoners 
who hailed from tho British metropolis wore 
promalgating through the Daily Telegraph 
and Standard the converse proposition. No 
wonder, wilh theso conllicting statements 
placed beforo them, thnt tho minds of the 
London public woro on this question exceed- 
ingly puzzled. I pointed out at considerable 
(orjgjh the causos of tho disasters of the pre- 
vious year et Cariboo, and showed that to the I . 
absence of ordinary foresight on the part of 
the government rather than to any absonee 
ol auriferous deposits were thn miseries 
which overlook so many of the miuers to be 
attributed. I dilated upon tho immense 
mineral and other resources of British Co- 
lumbia, but endeavored to show that tho men 
who wero likely to develop thoso sources of 
wealth woro not exactly facilitated in their 
hardy enterprise, by a despotic system of 
government. A few days after this meeting 
I was invited by the Duke of Newcastle to 
the Coloninl Office. Prior to this iutorvio-.v, 
however, Mr. Cnmeron and myself anticipa- 
ting tho difficulties to bo encountered nnd 
tho diplomatic evasions lobe met in this woll 
known office of circuuiluoutiou callod upon 
the editors of the opposition press and enlist- 
ed them in our bohalf. The conservative 
party of tho Houso of Commons and the 
mora advanced liboral members wero also 
canvassed, aud we woro nssurod of the 
strongest support on all eides, in case the 
Duk'e of Newcastle refused to accede to our 
request for n change in tho affairs of our col* 
onial governments. Tho Seorotnry for the 
Colonies, however, did not seem disposed to 
lake so ungracious n position, but alter list- 
ening with the utmost couitesy and attention 
promised lo carry out almost every suggest - 
ion that wub made. So decisive und satis- 
factory was the Duke's conduct in this 
particular that Mr. Cameron thought there 
was no necessity of bis s'.uying longer in 
London, nnd left a week or so after his inter- 
view lor Canada. Tho potition whioh 1 I 
presented to tho Duke, a copy of which by 
the way, I was assured befuro leuving Vie-, 
toria, would be forwarded to His Excellency I 
and published In tho local press, enumerated 
pretty nearly tho bulk of those grievances! 
which hnd found vent at different times in 
our public meetings und our public press. 
After setting forth ns succinctly as possible 
tho numerous political drawbacks of tho 
colony, laying particular stress ou tho une- 
qual character of our reprosentntion and Iho 
very faulty construction of our Upper House, 
the Duke conaenled to make such changes in 
our system of government as would give to 
the people generally a moro oxlonsivo con- 
trol ol public affairs ; but he opposod grant- 
ing responsible government, on the ground 
of thu Btnallriess of our population, the nutn- 
bor of which ho supposed to bo about twelve 
thousand. Ho was rathor startled, howover, 
on discovering that half Hint amount ap- 
proachod nearar tho exact census. I atotou 
that iu this matter of granting an oxtension 
of political powor lo young colonies, Eng- 
lishmen woro very prone to mi.v up iho cause 
■villi tho ellect — that the reason why Van- 
couver Island poseoccod so sicall a pop'ula- 



in our public departments. As an illustra- 
tion of thu diplomatic HOlion occasionally 
employed by members of tha British Cabi* 
net, I cannot do better .than givo yon as 
near us possible word for word of Ihia'ntr! 
of the interview, lo be contrasted with portions 
of tlio Duke's speeoh nftrrwards while intro- 
ducing tho British Columbia Boundaries 
Bill. The subject is highly instructive, inas- 
much as it shows how diplomacy has pro* 
gressod since the Days of Tallyrandr Then 
which la "^ t "B 0,l| y sttemptsd to conceal thought; 
'now, however, it haa arrived at a protean 
dexorily that enables it lo chan(r.o its hue 
more rapidly than the chameleon, and its 
form moro completo than tho glasses in the 
kuleidosoopo. What's black in Downing 
strest becomes whito in the Houss of Lords. 
What's highly roprehensible in tho Colonial 
office, becomes truly prnisoworthy when 
uttered before tho Lord Chancellor on tho 
Woolsack. I givo the Duko's own words : — 
"When I was in Canada with ths Friuco of 
Wales, Gordon's appointment oamo to thu 
Colonial office for ratification. The gentlo- 
mau who filled tho post of Sooretar/ for the 
colonics Id my absence, Sir George Cornwall 
Lewis, knowing nothing whatovor against 
Gordon, confirmed tho appointment. On my 
return, learning what had beon unwittingly 
done iu my absonco.and knowing Gordon (fdr 
ho belongnd to my own county) to bo tbd 
most unprincipled of mon, I was naturally 
alarmed ut his appointment to tho position of 
Treasurer; I could not with any degree of 
courtesy countermand the appointment, bat I 
did the noxt most efleotual thing under tho 
circumstances — I wrote a private ls'.ter to 
Govoruor Douglas, giving him an outlino of 
Gordon's caieer and English antecedents, and 
ondod ,by tho rather unclassical, but what 
turned out to bo a prophetic, warning; — look 
out for this man, or he" will rob tha till! 
How Governor Douglas retniusd Gordon ono 
single day after receiving this luttor is what 
t cannot exactly uudei stand; but how he «U 
lowed, tho Treaspror to uctually rob .the till, 
surpasses all my comprehension." Having 
made these remarks, the Duko asked abruptly 
what was my opinion as (^..Gordon's osoape ? 
I told him that my opinion was only that of 
ono individual, and that it might possibly do 
gravjsJinjuBtioe to those in authority on Van- 
couver island. "Well," 6aid ha, "what do 
you consider was tho general fooling on the 
subject !'' I said it seoniod to point to tho 
government as being implicated in tho escape. 
"That's just our opinion bora" remarked tho 
Duke energetically. I dwell moro particular- 
ly on tli ia, ns showing how ditlerent tho lan- 
guagu of statesmen expresses Bimilar opin 
ions in different places. Many other topics 
came up— such as official interference at elec- 
tions, whioh tho Duko denounced in most 
unmeasured terms, and tho undue infiuonco 
exercisod by the officers ol the Hudson's Bay 
Company. At longth cams iho important 
question of union of the two colonies. The 
London TimU bad that morning a leading 
article advocating this measure, and pointed 
uut as an absurdity the keeping of two sepa- 
rate stall's of offioiasl in such smnll communi- 
ties. The Duke appeared to bo inclined to 
this view of the question, but asked my opin 
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r i»Tweek.Wo;-o the Duke's statement was " ' 
brought in with the British Columbia Boun- 
daries Bill by his representative in tho Houao 
of Commons. N«-riy all tho members had 
loft London, and when the matter was intro* 
duoed thero wore but forty-two present. As 
it was. « debato was got up, and Mr. Fortes- ' 
ouo's is-haah of tho Duko'a «peooh got a 
rather;unmeroiful overhauling bv Mr.Atrtottn 
and Mr. Wyld, who, not content with demol- 
ishing the Under Seeretary'a feeble flourishes 
iu favor of his friends, brought up all tho 
disagreeable incidents of the lour years pre- 
vious history of the Island, lind bestowed 
such a pitiless scathing on the statesmanship 
of the Colonial office and Mr. Fortescuo's 
blundering statements with regard to myself, 
that I began to sympathise deeply with this 
unfortunato gentleman. I sympathised with 
him also, because, having beea lad into the 
misstatement alluded to through the instiga- 
tion, as I afterwards iesrriod, of the Surveyor 
General, and through his ignorance, as ho 
subsequently acknowledged, of tho fact that 
my Vancouver Island requisition, wilh its 
thousand signatures, lay with tho Duko of 
Newcastle — ho was made to npologizo to 
mysolf, to rocoivo tho taunts of jnouiburs in 
the Houso of Commons, and to be the subject 
of- nowBpsper cnatigntion. However, out of 
evil sometimes springs good, and out of this 
complication has aprting an atrangomont by 
which overy future abuso iu this colony that 
requires lmperinl attention can bo introduced 
into tho House of Commons, and forood if 
nesd bo upon tho eomotimes anwilling of- 
ficial! of Downing street. I do not chooso 
to - enlarge on this "mattor. Every parson 
who understands anything about the way in 
which colonial affairs aro generally neglected 
by the English Ministry will bo able to ap- 
predate this manner of dealing iu future with 
these public questions. In conclusion, muoh 
reason ns I have to congratulate tho peoplo 
on tha improvement in tho government dur- 
ing its expiring year, thero ia a still greater 
sourco of gratification in the future. I havo 
tho satisfaction of seeing a now regime in- 
augurated. A ; now- polioy will be carriod 
out iu promoting the eottlemont of the oo«n- 
try. A gentleman will undertake tho rospon- 
sibilitios of governor, who is already ... 
acquainted with tho working of froo institu- 
tions in the coloniss of Auatralia— who hai 
learned by that experience whicli travel 
alone oan afford, thai a govornmont to bo 
successful in a free country must dovoto itself 
rigidly to carrying out tho well understood 
wishos of tho people. While anticipating, 
therefore, in Cnpt. Kennedy a mnn with all 
the liberal nnd enlightened ideas of tho 
•ducated and . travelled gontlerunn, let us 
hope l8 t tha samo timo that he will provo to 
tha inhabitants of Vauoouvur Islaud a gov- 
ernor as affable in liis manners as tho rotir- 
ing Sir James Douglas. . .

Duke said his Excellency could not complain 
at boing relioved in tho mid ilo of his term in 
Vancouver Island, as it was his second term 
of ollieo in this colony. Although tho Duke 
gave mo leave by letter to mako use of this 
interview on my return to Vancouver Island, 
I consider many of the topics discussed ef too 
graves nature for publication, sinco to put 
them to (his tiso might, while accomplishing 
no public gooddnipedo or neutraliiajtho efforts 
which will be shortly made in reference to 
the affairs of governtnont in both colonies. 
At the end of the interview, the Duke ex- 
pressed himself highly pleased at the infor» 
mation I hnd afforded him, and requested mo 
to furnish him with statistics in relerenco to 
population and representation, and the 
agricultural, manufacturing, and commercial 
interests uf the island, alont; with any 
scheme which 1 might conceive for the better 
government of the colony. I did so ;•• going 
minutely into tho actual condiiiou of . the 
country, and suggesting a uow scheme of 
government by which tho Lower House 
would have a representation of twnnty-one 
msinbcrs, based as nearly as possible on tho 
population of tho colony — Victoria to have, 
as agreed to by the Duke in our interview, 
nino representatives— tfjr'eo for each of the 
munlolpal wards. The upper House, 1 sug-i 
geated should consist of nine members — threo 
nominated by the Governor nnd six elected — 
the representation to bo based, not oa popu- 
lation, as in the Assembly, but on tho inter- 
ests ol tho colony — two representing the 
commercial interest, two tho agricultural, 
and two the manufacturing, the last including 
thu mineral, lumbering and othor industrial 
interests generally. By this moans an oven 
balance would ba maintained in the legisla- 
tive departments, and population and interest 
made to woilt to a great extent harmoniously. 
1 do not blame the! Duko of Newcastle, while 
giving to the colonies new Governors, for not 
carrying out certain other changes which ho 
intimated to both Mr. Cameron and myself ; 
because 1 found out afterwards that however 
sanguine the Duko mitrjit have boeu at the 
timo, those changes could not havo been 
accomplished without a great deal of incon- 
venience and confusion ; but l do most cer- 
tainly blame thu Secretary for the Colonies 
in allowing oorlaio gentlemen in hi|;li position 
who had recently arrived from Vancouver 
Island to influence him in curbing the ambi- 
tion "I British Columbia by granting . her tho 
presont burlesque uf a representative Govorn- 
mont. Mr. Carnarpp, although in an official 
position in Canada, has protested to tho 
Duko, along with myself, against this folly 
as well ns doception ou the part of tho Colonial 
office. So far as lam concerned I hnvoaccortx 
plishod everything 1 undertook to do at the 
meeting which deputed mo to act fifteen 
months ago. I have pointed out overy po- 
litical abuse as well as every known matorial 
source of wealth in '.!:•; .Island. 1 have shown 
how nt every singe in tho oolony's history 
advantages which presented themselves for 
settling up the country were either neglected 
or 'abused ; how the periodical Hoods ol im- 
migration turned into reuctioas which lolt tho 
oountry poorer than before ; how those" op- 
portunities from the influx of 1658 till tho last 
immigration of 1802, weio worse than thrown 
away ; until tho D ike, in tones us energetic 
and determined as a Cabinet Minister could 
assume, doclnied " it wan not yet too lato to 
make amends lor the past." In all this, how. 
over, I havo never stutud a single thing dis- 
respectful of Governor Douglas ; for, much as 
1 iitt-,1 desired a change in the government of 
tho country, i h»v«i boon always an admirer 
ol His Excellency personally, [ have simply 
now to remark 00 the ill advisod -publiCo\i-m 
I of the mangled contents of a privato loiter, ! 
written hurriedly to a gcttloman in this town 

fy the subslanco of that coiniiiiiin- 1 
cntioti which ever was intended lor publica- 
tion. Tho elfect was very injurious on tho 
iutorcsta of tho colony ; for hud not that lot- 
tcr met tho Duke's eye through the agency of 
oitr worthy Surveyor General, Vancouver 
Islaud affairs would have formed ono of tho 
most intoreslitig debates in the House of 
Commons that had taken place for many 
yean. Wo had the promiso of some of tho 
most celebrated men in tho Houao, and what 
with articles iu the various daily papers that 
iuteudud ventilating the subject so soon as it 
came up for discussion, thu truo condition of 
this colony would havo been placed beforo 
tho liritish public mora elleolually than by 
almost any ether scheme. As it was, tho 
Duko who was vitally interustod iu making 
his changes juicily, without disturbing tho 
rather disagreeable waters of the defalcation 
nnd other pools of corruption, b;iw With dis- 
may, that wbun his unar.gor.ieiits woro to be 
mumbled over by his olotpiout Dtidor Secre- 
tary, thoy were to be besot by on organ- 
ized body and tho wholo history of Ysn- 
couvor Island mismanagement laid bear 
to a ucrupulous but unmerciful Op- 
position iu the House of Commons.
